It 
is, needless to dilate on the importance and the value of this famous early herbal which 
is supposed to have been compiled by Johannes de Cuba, alias Johann 
Wonnecke, of Caub, who was a town-physician of Frankfort at the end of the 
15th century. It consists of the following parts: 1. Preface; 2. A treatise on herbs 
in 530 chapters; 3. A treatise on land animals in 164 chapters; 4. A treatise on 
birds in 122 chapters; 5. A treatise on fishes &c. in 106 chapters; 6. A treatise on 
stones and minerals in 144 chapters; 7. A treatise on urines and a translation of 
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Galen’s book ‘De facile acquisibilibus’; 8. A long therapeutical index of diseases 
referring to each division of the book separately and an alphabetical index to each part. 


The extreme rarity of all early editions of this famous herbal is easily 
explained by the fact that it was a very popular book copies of which were 
continually being read and thus used up. 


This is a very good copy; the title-leaf is somewhat frayed and repaired on 
margins, and there is a large waterstain on lower margin running right through the 
book and a few other stains and thumb-marks, otherwise the copy is in fine condition.

Nagler, Monogr. V. pp. 269—70, quotes another edition of 1562; of which the 
present one seems to be a reprint. The book appears to be of high rarity, neither 
Bartsch nor Heller having seen copies of it and the present edition apparently being 
entirely unknown to the bibliographers. There are 61 fine woodcuts of which 36 bear 
the monogram of Virgil Solis; 12 of them are taken from Diirer’s Little Passion and 
11 designed after copper-engravings of Diirer. At the end is a small woodcut showing 
the Adoration of the Shepherds and the Baptism of Christ with the printer’s device of 
Neuber below. 

A good and perfect copy, with fine impressions, but somewhat stained by use 
throughout and sligthty foxed in places; a few leaves are mended in margins.

author, an experienced harmonist, was organist at St. Sebald in Niirnberg. (c. 1579—

The finest work from Soncino’s press. The book is an 
early specimen of the first press at Fano, printing being first introduced there in 
1502. It is also the first book with cuts probably cut on metal. The 
artist was the brother of the celebrated Venetian engraver, Zoan Andrea. The initials 
F. V. occur on the large engraving of the Descent of the Holy Spirit. The second 
picture, that of the Adoration of the Shepherds, is signed with a small L (as in the 
Missale Predicatorum of 1522) which points to another cutter or the designer. Three 
others of the cuts are unsigned ,quoiqu’elles appartiennent aux meilleures du livre et 
qu’elles indiquent clairement l’école de Jan Bellin* (Pass).

126v°) deals with Christopher Colombe 
and the discovery of America. (Loca nuper reperta: Madera, insula S. Crucis, Calli- 
cutum, de moribus Indie, Canaria insula etc.) Besides the work is remarkable in 
medical and geographical regard. For the variety of the contents we quote some 
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chapters: Abstinentie laudes, Aegyptus, Aetates mundi, Albania, Alpes, Arithmetica, Astro- 
logia, Boemia, Britannia, Carmelitae, Febres, Gallia, Genitalia, Iberia, India, Metalla, 
Meteora, Nuptie, Oculi, Palestina, Philologia, Plante, Polonia, Saxones, Venetiae, Venter, 
Vini damna, Vite tempus etc.
